The Dilemma Of 
Four-Letter Words

ISSUE: Should a publication delete ‘‘profane and scatalogical language’’ 
even when such language is a legitimate part of a public event’ 





This morning’s ‘‘Daily’’ carries a story containing language termed 
‘‘profane and scatalogical’’ by four state legislators. The editorial 
staff of the newspaper considered at great length whether or not to use 
the words in their entirety. Our decision was to conform to the un- 
realistic standards of society for one last time. Hence we have deleted 
two letters of the expletives used by persons at a public meeting. 

This in itself serves as an indictment of not only the newspaper, 
but the societal structure of the United States. The reading public 
continues to persist in its dependence upon news media to present the 
news accurately. Society then hamstrings the media by shouting 
“sensationalism’’ and ‘‘irresponsibility’’ at papers which present 
“‘profane and scatalogical’’ language in its entirety. 

Examples of this type of restricted reporting are frequent. None of 
.the large circulation daily newspapers in Chicago carried complete 
accounts of the language used by the factions involved in the demon- 
Strations outside the International Amphitheatre. A debate raged for 
several days last fall over whether the Government Printing Office 
would publish the controversial language in the Walker Report. That 
report contained the abusive language used by persons involved in the 
Chicago demonstrations. 


Language A Key Factor 


We agree with Walker that the language used by the police and 
demonstrators was a key factor in the intensity of the demonstrations 
and should appear in its entirety. 

Our policy in the future will be to use the complete word when it is 
the core issue surrounding the news story. Good taste is an important 
responsibility of news media, but at such a time this quality becomes 
secomlary to accurately reflecting the circumstances. 

Some persons argue that deleting the two letters still conveys the 
intended meaning because ‘‘everybody knows what words are being 
used.’ This argument is self-defeating. If everyone knows, then why 
protest when a publication fills in the deleted letters’ 

ft is time for the public to decide if it really wants accuracy within 
the news media. We agree with Thomas Jefferson who said that the 
public informed of the complete facts will arrive at rational and 
equitable conclusions upon issues, If the public does choose to require 


complete accuracy, then it is time to stop chastising publications for 


meeting that demand.

Theory of Selective Objection 


There are those who hope that 
President Nixon will galvanize the 
country by instant action on at 
least something to do with Viet- 
nam, even if it is something 
ancillary to the talks in Paris, 

Prof, Milton Friedman writes 
in Newsweek Magazine that at least 
Mr. Nixon should set a date beyond 
which no draftee will be sent to 
Vietnam, Friedman believes that 
his idea is mechanically feasible, 
That you simply draw from the 
900,000 volunteers already in the 
army, and sweeten the service in 
Vietnam by adding substantially 
to the paychecks of men who serve 
there. 

It isn’t so clear that it’s all 
feasible, even after Friedman is 
done with the argument, but it is 
clear that his heart is, as usual, 
in the right place, and that there 
is an unusual conjunction of pres- 
sures on Mr. Nixon from both 
the libertarian right and the hard 
left to move towards the abolition 
of the draft. 

The movement was morally ani- 
mated by last summer’ s 
declaration by the National Council 
of Churches in favor of selective 
conscientious objection, The argu- 
ment is that a young man ought to 
have the right to object to partici- 


pation in any given war: an 
objection which many young men 
would instantly exercise in consid- 
ering the Vietnam war. 


Appealing idea 


The idea of a wholly volunteer 
army is very appealing, So, for 
that matter, is the idea very 
appealing of wholly voluntary tax- 
ation, a subject with which 
dreamers episodically dream, and 
dreams, viz. Martin Luther King’s, 
can be very inspiring, provided 
they are not mischievously decep - 
tive. Friedman's plan is sort of a 
way-station to a wholly volunteer 
army. If we need yet awhile to 
have draftees, send them not to 
Vietnam, but elsewhere. Afterall, 
two-thirds of our armed forces 
reside outside Vietnam. 

Interesting problems, however, 
survive the F riedman-NCC propo- 
sals. Suppose that we have a 
draftee who, because he objects 
to the war in Vietnam is therefore 
sent to, oh, Frankfurt, And there 
he drills and goes through his 
maneuvers and lives his soldier’s 
life, as the months of his enforced 
service tick by, 

But then FLASH there is a 
crisis in the Mideast, and the 


President of the United States 
orders our troops to land in, 
say, Lebanon. The soldier inques- 
tion-let us think of him as a 
graduate of Harvard, just to put 
flesh and bones on our abstrac- 
tion-presents himself to his 
superior officer and announces that 
as he deliberates on the subject 
of the Mideast, he believes it 
would be morally wrong to land 
in Lebanon and under the circum- 
stances, he invokes his right to 
selective objection, and respect- 
fully declines to join the airlift. 


Twitchy Consciences 


In other words, it is conceivable 
that an individual could, under the 
projected dispensation, subject 
every contemplated military 
maneuver to the test of his 
sovereign conscience, and let’s 
face it, there would very likely 
be a lot of twitchy consciences 
about, say, participating in a Nor- 
mandy invasion~cn the grounds, 
if you like, that we hadn’t tried 
seriously enough to negotiate our 
differences with the Third Reich, 

It will not be easy, in other 
words, for President Nixon to 
absorb the principle of selective 
conscientious objection into any 
general military arrangement,

Increasing militancy and unrest 
among students, faculty dis- 
satisfaction, and mounting public 
concern over the goals of higher 
education are forming the 
foundation for the 1969 Legis- 
lature’s gravest issue. 

Before adjournment late this 
year, the lawmakers will have de- 
bated, passed or killed dozens of 
bills dealing with campus violence, 
teacher and student rights, and 
higher education finance. 

To assess the mood of the 
Legislature now, The Sacramento 
Union interviewed two senators 
who have demonstrated deep in- 
terest, from opposite sides of the 
political spectrum, on the future 


of higher education at the 
University of California and state 
colleges. 

One is Sen. Albert Rodda of 
Sacramento, a Democrat, and 
chairman of the upper house 
Education Committee. A former 


teacher, Rodda describes himself 
as a liberal. 

The other is Sen. John Schmitz 
of Tustin, a Republican, who is a 
member of the Senate Education 
Committee and the Joint Com- 
mittee on Higher Education. He 
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is a spokesman for the Senate’s 
conservative wing. 
Here are excerpts of their com- 


ments in answer to questions on 
the current state of higher 
education. 


. What are the major causes 
behind current unrest among 
students and faculty at San 
Francisco State and other state 
colleges? 

Rodda — Black students have 
a genuine feeling that courses in 
black culture will help them find 
themselves. Many white students 
sympathize with the goals of the 
blacks and have concern over the 
way political power is used. They 
cannot sympathize with the Viet- 
nam war and feel the conflict is 
keeping the nation from moving 
ahead. Because many extremists 
have used the black studies and 
other issues for political purposes, 
it has become difficult to move 
toward a solution. 

Schmitz — There is one cause, 
For at least one generation, 
students have been guided by a 
type of secular humanism. It 
means that an established religion 
does not hold to absolute values. 
We have had a whole generation 
sailing without a map. People 
who criticize police action don’t 
realize that the sword is 
the scepter by which unruly people 
are governed. Because there is a 
decline in absolute values, we are 
heading toward educational an- 
archy. 

Y. How would you analyze acting 
president S,.1, Hayakawa’s handling 


of the San Francisco State dis- 
turbances? Is there a set of 
rules that could be adopted for 
handling such situations in the 
future? 

Rodda — Dr. Hayakawa is 


handling the problem inthe classic 
liberal tradition that if there is to 
be freedom, there must be order. 
He sees it as a first priority and 
I agree with him. He has no 
sympathy with the unconventional 
methods of militants nor do I. 
There can be no set of firm policies 
applying to all institutions. What

Dr. Hayakawa, no 
doubt, is experiencing frustrations 
because of the extremely negative 
attitude shown by the college 
trusteees toward his attempts to 
establish programs unique among 
all the colleges. 

Schmitz — I don’t believe you 
have to be for or against 
Hayakawa. I! think he talks tough 
but doesn’t act tough. He agrees 
with the students but is trying to 
accomplish their goals through 
different means. His position is 


really one of a non-anarchist 
liberal against the teaching 
liberals. How should a president 


conduct himself? 1 just know the 
worst thing you can do to your 
children is tell them you will 
spank them and then don’t. We 
must remember the anarchist 
element is not trying to close 
our schools, it is trying to run 
them. I think it is better to shut 
down the schools than have them 
run by students and instructors. 


Q. Is it possible to legislate 
order on campuses’?

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Schmitz —-I favor investigations 
to provide basic intelligence about 
who is doing what on campus.

If society refuses to 
recognize a problem, perhaps in- 
formational picketing is the only 
way to deal constructively vith it, 
If there were to be teacher strikes, 
however, | feel that all regulations 
governing other strikes, such as 
picket line abuses, elimination of 
intimidation, and numbers of 


pickets, should be in fonce. 
Schmitz — The question is 
laughable.

Who 
are they striking against? The 
taxpayers. 

Q. Do you think the Board of 
Regents and Board of Trustees 
are effective ruling bodies in 
handling campus disturbances? 

Rodda -——- The regents, in my 
Opinion, have done a more con- 
Structive job. The _ trustees, 
particularly in the San Fracisco 
State situation, have reacted com- 
pletely in a political manner. They 
would like to see the faculty 
activists removed so they can re- 
construct the campus on their 
terms. The students’ awareness 
of this makes communication very 
difficult. The trustees are pur- 
suing a course which could lead 
San Francisco State into the pattern 
of a ladies finishing sctwol by 
attempting to eliminate dissidents 
and stifle non-conformity. 

Schmitz — Both bodies have 
abdicated responsibility. A mis- 
take was made several years ago 
when the Legislature allowed the 
establishment of faculty senates.

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They have now been allowed to take 
on too much power. I! would favor 
doing away with the senates. I 
also favor local governing bodies 
at each campus under the regents 
and trustees. There is more than 
just a coincidental correlation be- 
tween the rise of campus unrest 
and the rise of power of faculty 
senates. We must clear areas of 
responsibility and let people know 
who is in charge. 


Q. A major issue in campus 
demonstrations has been the de- 
mand for black studies programs. 
Do you favor such programs? 

Rodda — There is some justi- 
fication for special programs inthe 
history and culture of ethnic 
minorities. They should vary from 
college to college. Such courses, 
combined with the more general 
program of studies, would help 
blacks overcome what they call 
their ‘‘negative self image’’ and 
enable them to become more in- 
volved citizens in both black and 
white communities. 

Schmitz —- This is merely a foot 
in the door leading toward a take- 
over of the university. They don’t 
want just a program, they want to 
run it themselves. They want to 
name the man in charge and dic- 
tate who will teach. There is 
nothing wrong with such courses if 
experts in black history are 
teachers. But if you brought ina 
professor from Nairobi, they would 
call him an Uncle Tom.

Q. Voters in November rejected 
a $250 million bond issue for 
financing new facilities for higher 
education. What alternative does 
the state have now? 


nodda —- The defeat aggravated 
an already badly financed situation. 
It is seriously straining our ability 
to properly teach present students 
and to accept new students for en- 
rollment. Our capital] outlay needs 
over the next three years will be 
well over $500 million. The only 
solution, as I see it, is to turn 
to withholding of income taxes for 
the money. 

Schmitz — It is the healthiest 
thing that could have happened to 
education. I recommended its de- 
feat. To paraphrase a remark 
from President Nixon’s inaugural 
address, our problems are noi in 
want of material goods but in a 
Spiritual vacuum. We havea whole 
generation of students who think 
the taxpayers have given them a 
blank check to do anything they 
want, 

Q. California has been praised 
often for the quality of its higher 
education. Have the campus prob- 
lems deteriorated that quality? 

Rodda — The quality has 
deteriorated but our education is 
still excellent. But if we continue 
the trends of recent years in under- 
financing education there will be 
problems. We must cope with the 
unwillingness of people in 
California to make the sacrifices 
necessary to maintain our 


historical level of quality. Much 
of this thinking has come from 
citizen reaction to controversy on 
our campuses. But something must 
be done since the university, for the 
first time in 100 years, has this 
year been forced to seek private

If you had the chance 
to hire a student from an untroubled 
campus and one from another which 
concentrated on educating its 
Students, whom would you choose? 
I wonder just how much students 
learned during those weeks of 
protest at San Francsco. We might 
find a solution in legislation to 
provide expanded scholarships to 
Students attending private col- 
leges. I find that my constituents 
are choking under taxes and 
honestly wondering what is going 
on at our public supported 
campuses.
